\Professional Standard Seen 
ByDrewry as Journalism Need 


BOSTON. Dec. 29.—(4)—Professor | 
John E. Drewry, of the University. 
of Georgia, president of the American 
Association of Teachers of Journal- 
ism, today told its members that par- 
‘tial responsibility for raising mews- 
paper work to full professional status 
devolved upon them. 

Jointly with the teachers, he said, 
newspaper editors share the respon- 
sibility. 

Professor Drewry is head of the 
department of jonrlism at~ the. Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

The speaker told his audience that 
the public concept of the newspaper- 
man was indicated in recent motion 
pictures and novels portraying him as 
“a careless, poorly paid fellow, en- 
gaged in a werk which is temporarily 
satisfying but which has a rather 
dubious future for the rerson who 
would support a family in solid com- 
fort, if not luxury.” 

He characterized that suggestion as 
“no -more exaggerated than the aver-|
